This may be 
prevented by heating any rough grease until 
it smokes, and then pouring it over the nails 
to bo used. The grease will penetrate the 
fibers of tho iron, and cause tho nails to 
last, without rusting, an indefinite period. 
.Besides this, no trouble will then be er- 
perienced in driving into the hardest wood. 
Tho reason is that ^the coating of grease 
prevents contact by air, and, consequently 
oxidation. Oxygen is the great destroyer uf 
iron, and moisture is the inducing cjuiso.
